For the benefit. of friends and families deairing in- 
formation as to Nebraska, we gave in our luzt paper = 
page furnighed by our miazsionary at Lincoln, the capi- 
tal of the State, 

This month-we give an angwer to inquiries touching 
the more southern and weatern of Kansas, 

SOUTHWESTERN KAXSAS is & land of green meadows, 
clear streams, fertile aol, bealthful climate, and almoat 
continual] gunshine. The #ettlement of « portion of it, 
one hundred miles north and zouth by one hundred and 
fifty east and woeet, eepecially of Sedgwick, Harvey, 
Reno, Barbour, Bamner, Cowley, and Butler counties, 
has been wonderfully x#.pid, Outaide* of the Todian 
Territory there remains but a Vimited eupply of really 
good agricultural lands, the clioicest of which, for 
climate, 8oll, and health, are found in the great valley 
of the Arkanaas. | | 

The Arkaneas River is «bout 2,000 miles In length, 
being one of the longest and swiftcst vtreams upon the 
continent, Tt riges in the central part of Colorado Ter- 
ritory, receiving ita waters from rivulets and springs 
that are fed by the metting snows of the enowy range 
which rears its lofty and anow-crowned peaks $8,000 feet 
above the base of the Rocky Mountains ; it flows around. 
South Peak, aurgs 19g pip=klþ tf; Po paper of 
Lincoln, and rushes out through & cafion in Pike's 
range into the valley of diatern Colorado, and on caot- 
ward to Kanzsas. It enters Kanzas ccventy-five miles 
north of the xouth*line of the State, runs duc caxt one 
hundred and forty miles, diverges woventy-#ve miles 
northeast, then angles to the noutheast, what 
is known as the Great Bend, thencea little gouth of cast, 
through Kaneas, the Indian Territory, and the State of 
Arkansas, emptying into the Minzjazippi River, between 
Memphis and Viekaburg. The Arkanzes River, like the 
Platte, is a broad and shallow stream, with low, but well. 
lefined banks, rarying from four to ter feet In height, 
«though draining a country, before regching Kanzas, 
'arger than all New England. 1t never overflows its 
banks. The river at Wichita 1s #bout 1,500 feet wide, 
« Hutchinson, forty miles furth«r up, it is 1,000 feet 


wide. 


THE VALLEY AND SOT, * 

The valley proper, or bottom, 1s from ten to twenty 
miles in width; The bigher lands upon either «ide are 
tind of 8econd bottom, or low roliing prairies, with just 
enough und m or awell to carry off the exirs rain- 
als. The poil of the valley proper is chiefly « candy 
loam, made up of such mineral elements, as have been 
washed from the Rocky Mountains by-the'attrition of 
azes. It is & marked feature of this soil that it contains 
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prairie aoils of HNlinois and lows, which are chiefly 

vegetable monld. For this reazon the valley will inn- 
prove by cultivation. The editor of the American Ag- 

riculturi, who viﬀited this valley in April last, ays :

All that is necemary is to keep down 
the prairie fires, put in the 2ceds or cuttings, and with 
ordinary cultivation all kinds of trees grow with euch 
astonisfing rapidity as to test the credulity of castern 
men. | It is much cheaper, better, and quicker to build 
up homes and make farms here than it was for our fore- 
fathers cast and north, who were compelled to first re- 
move heavy fores's from the ground. 

WATER. ; 

The Arkanzzs River and its tributary gtreams, with 
-springs and casily dug wells, furnish for every part of 
the valley an abundance of water, and that of the bent 
kind, Stagnant water is not to be found, either on of 
beneath the surface. 
| TOWNS. 

In a portion of the valley of which we have been apeak- 
ing, there are flourizhing towns, with churches, school- 


ciety. We may mention Hutchipecn, the county neat of. 
Reno county ; Newton, the county acat of Harvey; 
Wickita, the county scat of Sedgwick ; Wellington, the 
county seat of Sumner; Eldorado, the county eat of 
Butler; and Windfield, the county neat of Cowley, be- 


well, Sedgwick City, Medicine Lodge, and many others, 
all of them growing and doing an active buainess. | 
The fertile zoll, suaceptible of the cagiest cultivation ; 
abundant flowing water from springs and atreams; 
wholesome water in wells at an average depth of fiiteen 
to tweuty foet below the surface ; a pure, bracing air, free 
from miasma or other unhealthy inflaences, with a cli- 
mate peculiarly favorable for agricultural pursuits, make 
this beautiful and fertile valley, and theee gently-owell-/ 
ing Sopes, eapecially attractive.
